Inc.com: Minneapolis’ startup climate not bad, 
but far from the best

I f you’re looking for a new base of 
operations for your next big idea, you 
could do worse than Minneapolis. 

You could also do better, according 
to Inc. magazine, which teamed up 
with an ‘Innovation policy company” called 
Startup Genome to crunch the numbers on 
which cities entrepreneurs should consider 
tapping into. Factors measured included 
deals for early-stage funding, population, 
and business growth, among others. 

Out of 50 cities, Minneapolis came in 
pretty far down the list at No. 40, with minor 
credit given to the number of new busi¬ 
nesses launched in one year, plus the ratio of 
funding deals and fast-growing companies 
to population. Even in those categories, its 
strongest according to Inc.’s data, Minne¬ 
apolis didn’t place higher than 15th. 

At the top of Inc.’s list was Austin, 
Texas, followed by Salt Lake City, Durham, 
Denver, and Boise. Madison, Wisconsin 


actually beat us handily at No. 18, praised 
for “bucking” Wisconsin’s reputation for 
brain drain and attracting educated mov¬ 
ers and shakers—despite low marks for 
job creation and opportunity share for 
the state at large. 

The City of Lakes had a few points in 
its favor—established corporate giants like 
Target and Cargill, but also the startup 
programs branching off, hydra-like, from 
those entities. For example, since 2017, dairy 
mega-co-op Land O’ Lakes has been run¬ 
ning an accelerator for industry businesses 
hopingto expand. Agricultural giant Cargill 
and tech powerhouse Ecolab partnered to 
create something similar for food industry 
tech and reducing food waste. 

The report also gave Minneapolis props 
for its women-centric entrepreneurial pro¬ 
grams, with shout-outs to The Coven (a 
community workspace for women, femmes, 
and nonbinary folks) and Sofia Fund (an 


early-stage investment firm for women- 
driven startups). 

But moreover, one of the key things 
Minneapolis has going for it is its unsexy, 
unrisky business environment. The Bureau 
of Labor Statistics gave us a 54.4 percent 
five-year business survival rate, which 
happens to be third-highest in the nation. 

Coven CEO and co-founder Alex West 
Steinman told Inc. there was simply less 
“tolerance” for risk here than on the coasts. 


and maybe less of that “move fast and break 
things” attitude so common in disruptive 
new companies. 

“I think some of that comes from want¬ 
ing to build something that’s going to be 
around a long time rather than what takes 
off like rocket fuel,” West Steinman said. 

You and your business can still get get 
lucky in Minneapolis. Just avoid Uptown, 
which, sources say, is where businesses go 
to die. -HANNAH JONES

Best Horror Movie 
Us 

This might be the biggest toss-up of the 
year for me. Both Us and Midsommar 
are modern horror classics, so choosing 
between them kind of comes down to 
how you want to define the category. On 
one hand, I think Midsommar might have 
a slight edge holistically. It expands Ari 
Aster’s macabre visions by moving away 
from the supernatural, and that ground¬ 
ing in reality makes Midsommar all the 
more unsettling. 

On the other hand, there’s some ineffable 
quality to Us that continues to creep me 
the fuck out. And if we’re operating under 
the notion that scariness is a major factor 
in deciding a horror award winner, then 
I have to go with Jordan Peele’s Twilight 
Zone riff Also, Us is a phenomenal movie 
in its own right. It’s skillfully crafted by 
Peele and maxed out with smart nods, 
jokes, and set pieces. And a second viewing 
makes it even more astounding. 

Either way you lean, there’s no question 
that we’re seeing a renaissance in horror 



thanks to filmmakers like Peele, Aster, and 
Robert Eggers. Tm excited to see how the 
genre changes in the ’20s. (The ’20s!) 

( Best Comedy 
Booksmart 

Booksmart got a lot of Superbad compari¬ 
sons when it came out—which is fair—but 
this coming-of-age tale stands on its own 
legs. There are plenty of possibilities in 
the fish-out-of-water format, so the key to 
success for a high school movie is cover¬ 
ing contemporary ground while tapping 
into some timeless spirit. Whether it’s a 
budding lesbian romance, the 21st-century 
mechanics of L 5 dtingto high school ragers, 
or feeling alienated by your classmates, 
Booksmart does just that—and it’s laugh- 
out-loud funny. The chemistry between 
Kaitlyn Dever and Beanie Feldstein is 
evident right out of the gate, and Olivia 
Wilde—in her directorial debut—handles 
good times and young ennui without veer¬ 
ing into corniness. 

( Feel-Bad Movie of the Year 
Waves 

Waves is one of the best movies of the 
year. It’s also one hell of a bummer. The 
tale of a high school wrestler pushed a 
little too far by his father and fate will 
obviously lead down some dark paths, but 
I don’t think anybody was prepared for 
how rough this thing would get. Kudos 
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A24 


to director Trey Edward Shults for ruin¬ 
ing my night. 


Best Original Soundtrack 
Us, Michael Abels 


Joker’s Hildur Gudnadottir deftly brings 
the grittiness of old-school Gotham and 
Arthur Fleck’s descent into madness to 
life, but the visceral response Michael 
Abel’s Us work elicits, even when you’re 
not watching the movie, speaks volumes 
about the composer’s effort this year. This 
shit’s straight-up spooky. Add his twist 
on Luniz’s “I Got 5 on It” to the mix and 
you’ve got a score that’s more memorable 
than any original movie song this year. 


( Best Song: "Daily Battles " 

Thom Yorke and Flea 
{Motherless Brooklyn) 

This was not a great year for movie songs, 
but then it rarely is. And hey, this ain’t 
the Grammys. Aside from Randy New¬ 
man’s umpteenth Toy Story addition, the 
only noteworthy original was a song from 
Thom Yorke and Flea off the Motherless 
Brooklyn soundtrack. ‘'Daily Battles” might 
be simple, but its sparse composition and 
plaintive tone melt together to form a 
little low-key magic. The movie itself was 
a big-time box office flop, so assuming 
you haven’t seen it/heard the song, make 
sure you give it a listen. Even Thom Yorke 
haters can’t bad-mouth it. 

Head-Scratcher of the Year 
Serenity 

The bizarre early swimming scene should 
have been a dead giveaway that Matthew 
McConaughey’s nautical noir adventure 
was going to be a weird one, but I can 
safely say there’s not a soul on Earth who 
could’ve predicted Serenity’s twist. If you 
haven’t seen it yet, you’re not missingmuch, 
but the big reveal—that (spoiler!) McCo¬ 
naughey’s drunken tuna boat captain is 
actually a video game character created 
by a dead war veteran’s son—might be 




one of the more puzzling moments I’ve 
had at the movies. It’d be bad enough as 
a closer, but we learn this information in 
the middle of the movie, which means 
there’s a lot of time to sit and wonder how 
the hell this thing got made. 

( Best Superhero Movie 
Avengers: Endgame 

Was there any doubt? Avengers: Endgame 
succeeded as the end of a massive arc, but 
it was also an incredible sorta-standalone 
picture. Replete with star showings, daz¬ 
zling special effects, and an emotional 
finale. Endgame furthered the reality that 
comic books and the stories therein aren’t 
just for kids. It’s the highest-grossing movie 
of all time and a powerful capstone to 
arguably the greatest saga in film history. 
I wish I could watch it for the first time 
all over again. 

( Most Shocking Nude Scene 
The Lighthouse 

Holy mermaid vagina, future Batman! 

( Best Original Screenplay 
The Lighthouse, 

Robert & Max Eggers 

Few filmmakers write like Robert Eggers 
because few filmmakers study like Robert 
Eggers. It’s most apparent in his dialogue, 
whether delivered with the 17th-century 
Yorkshire accents of The Witch or the 
old-timey sailor talk of The Lighthouse. 
That authenticity makes his movies stand 
out—how many period pieces have been 
ruined by horribly displaced or anach¬ 
ronistic Brit speak?—but his scripts are 
so much more than speech patterns. 
They’re crafty character dramas rooted 
in and made better by Eggers’ yen for 
accuracy. The Lighthouse is more of an 
experience than most movies for a lot 
of different reasons, but it all starts with 
his writing. As cliched as it is to say. The 
Lighthouse really does transport us to a 
different world.

Best Sci-Fi Movie 
High Life 

While it’s technically a 2018 release, High 
Life didn’t hit America until this year, so 
we’re counting it.

( Best Animated Movie 
Toy Story 4 

It’ll probably be a while before any ani¬ 
mated feature lives up to 2018’s Spider- 





Man: Into the Spider-Verse, but man, this 
felt like a poor year for the category. That 
said, ToyStory 4 shouldn’t be discounted 
as some bland winner by default. Pixar’s 
return to the franchise was heartfelt and 
often hilarious. Sure, it didn’t need to be 
made given the third entry’s perfect end¬ 
ing. But there was more than enough meat 
on the final snake-booted leg of Woody’s 
journey to make Toy Story 4 worth seeing. 

Best Documentary 
Apollo 11 

The best documentaries in any given year 
usually detail timely issues or shed light 
on some unfamiliar subject, but this year’s 
best covers one of the most significant, 
well-known events of the 20th century: 
the moon landing. There’s no narration 
or interviews, just previously unreleased 
footage and some artful editing by direc¬ 
tor Todd Douglas Miller. Sound and some 
simple graphics work to put you in the ship 
with our three intrepid astronauts, and 
though we’ll never know the full extent 
of that experience, Apollo 11 is about as 
close as any of us will get. 

( Best Cameo 
Keanu Reeves, 

Always Be My Maybe

and Randall Park’s A/ways Be My Maybe 
was his most unexpected. The dude’s 
famously nice, so it was a real joy to see 
him come out of nowhere and play a 
dickhead version of himself with such 
gusto. 

Best Supporting Actor \ 

Willem Dafoe, The Lighthouse M 

Period-accurate dialogue is awesome, 
unless your talent can’t pull it off. In The 
Lighthouse, to nobody’s surprise, Willem 
Dafoe smashes it out of the park. Embody¬ 
ing the role of surly one-time seaman/ 
maybe-crazy lighthouse keeper, Dafoe 
runs the gamut from sad man-child to 
wrathful bastard. His ability to deliver 
such foreign English with such convincing 
ease makes me wonder if he’s secretly an 
ancient mariner cursed to do movies for 
the rest of time. It’s either that or he’s a 
very good actor, but I’m leaning toward 
the former. 

( Most Disappointing 
Movie of the Year 
The New Mutants 

The New Mutants was a huge disappoint¬ 
ment. Why? It didn’t even come out. Ini¬ 
tially slated for an April 2018 release—yes, 
2018—the folks at Fox kicked the X-Men 
offshoot down the road for what was sup¬ 


posed to be a year. Well, 2019 came and 
went, and now we’re allegedly looking at 
an April 2020 release. Yikes. 

( Best Cinematography 
Roger Deakins, 1917 

There was stiff competition in the cat¬ 
egory this year: Rodrigo Prieto made 
vintage look modern in The Irishman, 
Robert Richardson captured a perfectly 
nostalgic style in Once Upon a Time in 
Hollywood, Hoyte van Ho 5 Tema elevated 
Ad Astra beyond its script, and Lawrence 
Sher surprised a lot of people with the 
gritty ’80s reconstruction of Joker. For me 
though, Roger Deakins wins out. 

I’m admittedly a freakins for Deakins, 
but I don’t think my bias factors in any 
more than usual here. His work on World 
War I drama 1917 is some of his niftiest 
thanks to the difficulty of its end goal, 
the presentation of one continuous shot. 

The idea recalls lOlAs Birdman, another 
best cinematography winner in my book. 
However, 1917 is in some ways trickier 
because it’s shot almost entirely outside 
and therefore can’t rely on hiding cuts as 
much. It’s easy to write off as a gimmick, but 
it’s so much more here. I wouldn’t dream 
of ragging on R/rdman, buti9i7s one-shot 
decision feels much more motivated and 
therefore more impactful. Deakins pulls 
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CJ ENTERTAINMENT 


off some gorgeous shots in spite of his 
constraints and helps make 1917 one of the 
more immersive war movies I Ve ever seen. 

( Best Actor 

Joaquin Phoenix, Joker 

2019 was a bright year for starring actors, 
and it would be otherwise difficult to 
pick the best had Joaquin Phoenix not 
run away with it in Joker. Phoenix was 
already one of the premier talents of his 
generation, but his disturbing portrayal of 
a proto-villain on the rise may be his best 
work yet. It’s not just the weird laugh or 
the sympathy he draws as lowly Arthur 
Fleck that make his turn memorable; it’s 
the transformation from sickly, hunched 
wannabe comedian to confident killer 
clown. That profound physical change 
punctuates the actor’s interpretation. Like 
Heath Ledger before him, Phoenix makes 
an iconic part his own. 

( Best Foreign Language Film 
Parasite 

Spoilers: I chose Parasite for Best Picture, 
so skip ahead to read what makes this 
film so great. 

( Best Actress 
Lupita Nyong’o, Us 

Oh you didn’t think we could do it again? 
That’s right, another horror movie wins 
the prize. I’m sure Lupita Nyong’o will 
get snubbed like Toni Collette did with 
Hereditary, but she gives not one but 
two amazing performances in Us. Both 
Adelaide Wilson and Red feel distinct, 
S 5 mipathetic, and frightening, with Jordan 
Peele’s big twist showing precisely how 
first-rate Nyong’o’s handiwork is here. As 
with the movie itself, a second viewing 
reveals her performance to be even more 
intricate. We need a rallying hashtag for 
this until horror actors start getting the 
recognition they deserve. Take it away, 
Twittersphere. 





Best Director 
Sam Mendes, 1917 

It was only last year that I put forward 
the idea that Best Director and Best Pic¬ 
ture are almost always connected. Well, 
consider this year an outlier. 

1917 is a strong movie, but I don’t think 
it deserves Best Picture. Despite its back¬ 
drop, the story’s scope feels somewhat 
limited. There’s nothing wrong with that, 
and not every movie needs to be some 
grand, meaning-laden achievement. But 
it’s up against a couple heavy-hitters 
this year. 

It’s hard to argue with what Sam 
Mendes accomplishes from a technical 
perspective. I remember one of the Bird- 
man writers saying in an interview that 
‘"You have to be an idiot to do it all in one 
shot.” He’d know better than most. The 
sheer difficulty of the feat combined with 
the set design 1917 necessitates makes this 
seem, from the outside, like a logistical 
nightmare. Yet somehow Mendes pulls it 
off with skill, style, and substance. I’m a 
guy who thinks American Beauty is one 
of the most overrated Oscar-winners 
ever, so that should tell you something. 

( Best Picture 
Parasite 

Writer-director Bong Joon-ho’s ingenious 
tale might play out on a small scale, but it’s 
universally fascinating. It’s silly and skeevy. 
It’s a thriller and a comedy. There’s love, 
death, treachery, hatred. It’s so metaphori¬ 
cal. Above all, this grifter-family tragedy 
is an incisive look at the growing discord 
between the rich and poor in South Korea 
and across the world. Movies as different as 
Joker, Us, Hustlers, Knives Out, and Ready 
or Not all touched on class conflict in 2019, 
but none of them did so as thoughtfully 
and effectively as Parasite. There’s been 
a lot of hype surrounding this movie, and 
for once it’s well-deserved. [Q

The downtown Walgreens sells unexpectedly good sushi

S ushi Takatsu is good. This much 
we know. 

Each afternoon, hungry 
mouths in business casual 
queue up outside the counter¬ 
service joint to order from the compact 
menu of sushi bowls (rice topped with 
cuts of spicy tuna, salmon, yellowtail, 
avocado, tempura flakes, and drizzles 
of eel sauce and spicy mayo), various 
udon soups, oshizuki, and specialty 
rolls. Takatsu’s seating is limited and 
the space is cute. 

But we didn’t come here to tell you 
what you already know. This is a story 
about what amounts to an open secret 
in the realm of sk 5 rway sushi. 


Brace yourself for one of those sentences 
that will only further your suspicion that 
we must all be living in a Simulation. 
Nothing about it sounds trustworthy, and 
so, like any reasonable human, I ignored 
this information for as long as possible. 

And yet here we are: Walgreens has 
very good sushi. 

Over and over, like bothersome flies in an 
Emily Dickinson poem, people kept telling 
me this. Each time, the suggestion arrived 
in a tone of such earnestness and temerity 
that I couldn’t entirely swat it away. 

Still, it took months for me to find the 
chutzpah to procure some raw fish mere 
feet from a selection of antifrmgal ointments. 

Outside Walgreens’ doors, sandwich 
boards advertized “Hybrid Sushi: 


Traditional style sushi with a modern 
twist!” It featured images of elaborate 
sushi platters surrounded by jasmine 
flowers and autumn’s last leaves. 

The actual selection left me woozy—in a 
good way. Arranged in coolers atop a river 
of faux ice rested poke bowls, a variety of 
spring roll wraps, 18-piece trios of rolls 
for under $7, honkin’ big 
rainbow rolls overlaid 
with lotus-pink tuna and 
striped salmon strips at 
only a fraction more, 
and four different Chef 
Sampler combos. From atop the counter, 
a lucky cat waved at me next to bins of 
chopsticks, extra soy sauce packets, and 
napkins.

I asked my cashier if he stans the 
in-house sushi, and his arc to Walgreens 
sushi acceptance fit the building pattern: 
“When I first started working here I was 
kind of hesitant,” he said. “But it’s actually 
good. We sell a lot of it, especially during 
lunch.” 

I took my lunch with me because 
Walgreens has no seating. Why would they? 

When I’d devoured exactly two-thirds of 
a Chef Sampler (figuring there was no point 
in half-assing an experiment in drugstore 
sushi by playing it safe with California 
rolls), I held a blind taste test with the rest. 
The unwitting subject, who’s totally fed up 
with bullshit like this by now, begged for 
more. Walgreens’ rolls didn’t fall prey to 
over-saucing or too much tempura garnish.

each raw fish’s texture was perfect and 
lacked any undesirable “fishiness,” and 
the rice was evenly cooked. 

Four years ago, Walgreens first installed 
a sushi bar under a franchise agreement 
with the company AFC Sushi. If that name 
sounds familiar, look for their products at 
Kowalski’s Markets or the General Mills 
and St. Kate’s campuses. But don’t expect 
them to measure up to Walgreens. 

Approximately seven months ago, Thet 
Zin and Tin Tun assumed operation of 
the business inside Walgreens, where they 
delight in steering their own ship as much 
as possible. You’ll find them behind the 
counter every day of 
the week (though the 
sushi isn’t on sale on 
Sunday). 

Zin explained that 
she and Tun like to 
get creative in their 
roles as downtown 
sushi chefs. “We 
change the pattern. We decorate. If we 
have more time, we make more [options] 
because our customers, they love it.” The 
duo are happy to take special requests 
from regulars, and often do, but even their 
grab-and-go case is stocked with items 
that don’t feel rote. 

‘When they see with the eyes the sushi 
is pretty, they can buy and be happy. We 
put more quality. The other sushi bar you 
cannot buy like this,” said Zin, gesturing 
to a Chef Sampler that paired two rolls the 
size of tenderloins with four nigiri—two 
ebi, one salmon, and a tuna. “They would 
put only two nigiri. We put more. We put 
a lot of things, intention, and we control 
the quality.” 

Zin is happy to leave the more complex 
rolls to Tun, who arrived in the Twin Cities

from San Francisco, where he trained as 
a sushi chef for five years. Still, the key to 
Walgreens’ sushi is more subtle. “Most 
people like my sushi because the rice is 
not too hard and not too soft,” says Zin. 
“It’s really good.” 

Even in this, Zin is being humble. 
Her rice glows in comparison to most 
takeaway sushi, which has a reputation for 
tasting like it’s been sitting in a vegetable 
drawer for ages. Beneath the nigiri, the 
rice is packed to just 
the right density, 
bearing remnants of 
Tun’s finger imprints, 
and has the perfect 
amount of vinegar 
to contribute flavor 
to each bite, rather 
than act as filler. 

Tim Morgan, a member of the Star 
Tribune’s circulation department, has 
become an uncharacteristically outspoken 
evangelist of Walgreens’ sushi, proclaiming 
its virtues loudly rather than in hushed 
tones. Morgan went on the record 
suggesting that newcomers to Capella 
Tower (a few blocks away from Walgreens) 
head to see Zin and Tun for their lunches. 

“Because it seems so off the wall, I highly 
recommend Walgreens sushi,” Morgan 
explained. “I love how people think you’re 
crazy until they try it. It provides good 
value for people who try to keep a budget.” 

At some point, you’ll just have to see for 
yourself what’s behind all those whispers 
about Walgreens sushi. But if you still can’t 
“risk” it, there’s always Sushi Takatsu, 
which is a whole ’nother beast.03

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THE DECADE IN THEATER 

New leaders, #MeToo, and more POC visibility defined the ’10s 



MU/JUNGLE/GUTHRIE

rom the outside, the 2010s in 
Twin Cities theater haven’t seen 
any changes as visible as the 
Guthrie’s 2006 move to its big 
blue riverfront home. The view 
from theaters’ seats, though, has changed 
significantly—a result of even more dramatic 
shifts behind the scenes. 

This decade saw a sea change in the 
leadership of local theaters, with new 
artistic directors taking the helm at the 
Guthrie, Penumbra, the Jungle, Theater 
Mu, Park Square, Ten Thousand Things, 
and elsewhere. The shift is generational, 
but it’s also marked a fundamental shift 
in focus as Twin Cities theaters recognize 
the need to tell stories that much more 
authentically and extensively reflect the 
diversity of their communities. 

‘T have been thrilled to see women and 
[people of color] assuming leadership roles 
in our theater community,” says actor and 
director Austene Van. “These changes have 
allowed audiences to see images and artists 
of various cultures that are not frequently 
seen on our stages. These changes have 
allowed our audiences to experience relat- 
able stories through diverse lenses.” 

Sun Mee Chomet agrees. “It has been 
wonderful to see diversity celebrated on 


stages throughout the Twin Cities. As an 
Asian American actor, there have been 
many doors that have opened at theaters 
like the Jungle and the Guthrie that did not 
feel as wide open 10 years ago for actors 
of color.” What’s more, Chomet adds, 
“I’ve also seen much more opportunity 
for directors, designers, and technicians 
that are people of color, women, and non- 
binary-identifying folks.” 

“As an Asian 
American actor, there 
have heen many doors 
that have opened.” 

As the worldwide #MeToo move¬ 
ment has heightened the visibility of 
exploitative behavior in the arts, the 
Twin Cities theater community has also 
begun a reckoning. One major leader¬ 
ship transition (at Mu) came about as 
a result of #MeToo-related issues, and 
a judge asked the Guthrie to admit that 
its staff had inappropriately retaliated 
against a carpenter who called out a 
sexist environment in the scene shop. 
New lawsuits are forcing the Children’s 


Lily Tung Crystal (Mu), Sarah Rasmussen 
(Jungle), and Joseph Haj (Guthrie) 
were new faces in town. 


Theatre Company to publicly grapple 
with a shocking history of past abuse. 

One important change at local theaters, 
says actor and director Luverne Seifert, 
protects performers onstage. “The biggest 
change I’ve seen is the emergence of the 
intimacy director, who is essentially a 
choreographer for sexual contact. It’s a 
good change because it provides a clear 
physical sequence that the stage manager 
can identify and address if the behavior 
changes in a performance. It protects 
vulnerable actors from aggressive scene 
partners because everyone is aware of the 
lines that shouldn’t be crossed.” 

Changes in funding structures and audi¬ 
ence expectations will continue to drive 
shifts onstage and behind the scenes in 
the 2020s. One thing that probably won’t 
change, despite occasional experiments: 
the request that audience members pocket 
their phones when the show begins, so as 
to be completely present in the room. The 
essential magic, and perennial challenge, of 
live theater remains the same. In Chomet’s 
words, ‘We have been tasked with preserv- 
ingthe reflection of the human condition.”0a

On Strangers, Little Fevers make post-zombie 
apocalypse music to connect the disconnected

n indie rock band touring in a 
van is an eternally heroic and 
romantic notion, so it was a 
treat to catch Little Fevers on 
a co-bill with their Chicago- 
based honky-tonk friends Razor Shines 
at Montrose Saloon last summer. Both 
bands ripped the corner joint with sly 
melodies, smart songs, and an unmistakable 
just-another- Sunday-night-in- Chicago 
underground elan. Afterward the musicians 
hung out and swapped road tales, including 
one from the night before in Cleveland, 
where Little Fevers couldn’t find a hotel 
room due to something called the Twins 
Day Festival. 

“Everyone was in Ohio for a people- 
who-are-twins convention,” says Little 
Fevers singer/songwriter Lucy Michell 
with a laugh, sitting with her bandmate, 
bassist Eamonn McLain, in the living room 
of her family’s home in St. Paul’s Midway 
neighborhood. “Ever 5 Thing was booked 
with ‘No Vacancy’ signs everywhere, so 
I walked up to a person at our show and 
said, ‘Do you guys have any spots where 
we could stay?’ She was like, ‘Um, no.’ So it 
was back in the van. And that’s the way we 
used to do it with [their previous band] the 
Velvet Lapelles. We’d end up in the weirdest 
places. I think I slept in a dogbed one time.” 

The after-show scene in Chicago was 
reminiscent of so many that happen 
regularly in music clubs, and that fleeting 
but as-good-as-it-gets camaraderie is a big 
reason why people are drawn to music, 
and the road. Anyone who has played or 
sung or written music, or has been part of 
a particularly transcendental live music 
audience, knows what a multi-dimensional 
human experience that is. Communion 
is created, the flesh and blood and spirit 
feel enriched, and an all-togetherness is 
achieved in a way that never otherwise 
occurs. But when the last note drops, it 
can be confusing coming down to earth, 
and a shock to be back in the grip of the 
mundane weirdness of life lived on phones. 

So it’s no wonder then that Michell—a 
gifted visual artist who recently collaborated 
with Chan Poling on his first children’s 
book. Jack St the Ghost—had some modern 
angst in her subconscious as she started 
writing the songs for what would become 
Little Fevers’ new album. Strangers, which 
plays in part like an artful reaction to our 
disconnection due to so much connection 
via screens. Hello, stranger. 

“It’s funny, because we didn’t name the 
album until we had to get it printed, and 


I was going through the songs and going, 
‘What are all these songs about?”’ says 
Michell. “And it kind of dawned on me: 
‘Oh, this is a total observation of people I 
don’t know’ So Strangers is sort of a take 
on strangers. 

“It’s sort of observing my world in a way 
I kind of haven’t before. Like, we moved 
into this house about a year and a half ago, 
and I feel like I observe a lot of people in my 
neighborhood and I always wonder, ‘What 
do these people all do during the day?’ It’s 
this imagined life of these people I don’t 
know, and most of the album is based on

those observations. It’s also about social 
media and all that, but that part I don’t love. I 
would much rather not know anything about 
people and think about them in a different 
way; in a way that I think, as opposed to 
actually knowing, which isn’t as fun.” 

Songs like “Clear Night,” “Cars,” “All 
Alone,” and “Stranger Romance” brim 
with catchy hooks, soulful vocals, and 
noise-rock guitar that wouldn’t sound 
out of place on a 4AD, Bar/None, or 
Coyote Records compilation. Highlights 
include the wondering, wandering anthem 
“Daytime People” and the artist’s/lover’s

lament “Hunter,” while much of the rest 
harkens to a time when people and life 
were more mysterious. 

“Now you know everything about 
everyone,” says Michell. “I don’t want to 
know everything you did today. I want to 
imagine it. I want to imagine that you live 
in a big, beautiful place and it’s full of art, 
but really it’s not like that. ‘All Alone’ is 
sort of my take on.... We play this upbeat 
music, and no one would dance, or move, 
or even act like they were interested at all. 
Which is very disheartening as a musician 
and performer, so I sort of wrote that song 
as kind of like a ‘fuck you!’ Like, come on! 
This is supposed to be fun. We’re moving, 
we’re having a good time, and look at you, 
you’re just sitting on your phone. You’re 
not even looking up or even interacting 
with the people around you. So it’s kind 
of an observation of a general public that 
we’ve experienced. It’s not one person, 
but it’s almost like a zombie movement.” 

Lucky for careful listeners, Michell’s 
warm and whimsical voice is an inviting 
campfire to gather around, which makes 
the band and Strangers soar. 

“What’s cool is that we look at each other, 
and interact with each other, which is not 
something that we do all day. It’s like a 
breath of fresh air, to do it,” says Michell. 
“When I play with Eammon and [drummer] 
Geoff [Freeman] and [guitarist] Paul [Puleo], 
especially because we don’t get a ton of time 
to play together, when we do, ever 3 Thing 
clicks and you feel so good and it’s just fun 
to play music with each other. There’s just 
something to be said about really taking 
the time with your friends to work through 
these songs, songs that you really care about 
and spend time on. 

“These songs feel really special, and it 
feels really special to have a crew of people 
that you feel so connected to, where you 
make eye contact and you work together, 
and on stage it’s a feeling thafs like no other. 
I crave that, and I need it. We have to do 
it. It sounds crazy, but we need to do it. 

“So as hard as it’s been to make Little 
Fevers a real thing, we’ve just kept going at 
it, with babies and ever 5 l;hing else, because 
it’s a necessity. And with this album, if s just 
like a relief for us. It just makes us want to 
get in that van and put out more music, and 
more music, and more music.” 03

Bloody 

Business 

Why can’t doctors help 
with my bloody spunk 
problem? 

I ’m a 60-year-old heterosexaal man, and 
I am being told that I’m normal I have 
been to several urologists, and they 
say I have no medical issues. But I’m 
having a hard time buying it, because 
for the last six months, my ejaculate has 
been extremely bloody. This is embarrassing, 
especially since oral sex has always been my 
favorite. The urologists’explanation is that as 
you get older, there are blood vessels within 
the penis that can break during an erection. 
They gave me some pills to ensure there 
was no infection, but told me I’ll probably 
have to use condoms for the rest of my life. 
My partner doesn’t need contraceptives, so 
we haven’t used condoms for decades. If I 
were bleeding out of any other orifice, there 
would be a team of doctors helping me. Is 
there really no hope? 

TELL ME IT AIN’T SO 

"Hematospermia—blood in the ejacu¬ 
late—is usually not considered a big deal, 
in the sense that the vast majority of the 
time it’s not a sign of cancer,” said Dr. Ash¬ 
ley Winter, aboard-certified urologist, the 
cohost of The Full Release podcast ‘Td want 
to know how much he’s actually bleeding 
and what they’ve done to check him out. 
But that said, sometimes a guy with a large 
prostate will bleed with orgasm.” 

‘'But in a case like TMIAS’s, where the 
issue is ongoing and the subject is over 55,” 
said Dr. Winter, “atypical evaluation would 
include a PSA blood test (a prostate cancer 
screening test), as well as testing for STIs, 
along with a urinalysis to check for blood 
in the urine and urinary infections. If those 
tests were not revealing, I would consider 
doing an ultrasound or MRI of the prostate 
and surrounding organs, as well as putting 
a camera up the urethra (called cystoscopy) 
to check out the plumbing.” 

Assuming you’ve had all those tests and 
the doctors found no sign of cancer or infec¬ 
tion, then what the hell is going on? 

“Typically, the cause would be some¬ 
thing such as dilated blood vessels along the 
ejaculate exit route,” aka the urethra, the 
tube that connects the outside world (and 
all those piss bottoms) to your bladder. Men 
ejaculate through it (and some women do, 
too!)—it runs through the prostate gland, 
a gland that produces about a third of the

seminal fluid. An enlarged prostate squeezes 
the urethra, which can make urination dif¬ 
ficult and uncomfortable, and can also result 
in—you guessed it—blood in the semen. 

One possible “fix” is a transurethral 
resection of the prostate, which basically 
amounts to “a ‘roto-rootering’ of the pros¬ 
tate,” as Dr. Winter vividly put it. A doctor 
shoves something called a resectoscope 
up your urethra and slices away chunks 
of prostate tissue. 

“The problem with these procedures is 
that they can cause a person to stop ej aculat- 
ing at all,” said Dr. Winter. “So if TMIAS has 
already had a fairly robust evaluation, then 
either using condoms or just having his sex 
partner adapt to the presence of blood may 
be the best solution. And in the absence of 
an infection, shooting a bloody load into 
your partner is not dangerous. Couples have 
intercourse during menstruation without 
harm, and plenty of F-F couples have sex 
during menstruation as well.” 

But hold on and back up and wait just a 
goddamned minute: Didn’t your doctors 
say everything looked normal? Doesn’t that 
mean your prostate isn’t enlarged? 

“A ‘normal’ prostate generally means 
that it is not cancerous and normal in size 
for your age,” said Dr. Winter. “As you get 
older, your prostate gets bigger. So it’s highly 
probable that what TMIAS has is abig-ass- 
but-normal-for-his-age prostate. And bigger 
prostates tend to have larger blood vessels 
lining the urethra and are therefore more 
likely to bleed when he experiences those 
lovely contractions associated with orgasm. 
When TMIAS was told that ‘there are blood 
vessels within the penis that can break,’ I 
suspect his doc was referring to this and 
was trying to simplify the explanation.” 

While the presence ofblood in your ejacu¬ 
late may not be normal or ideal, TMIAS, it’s 
likely your normal, and there’s nothingyour 
doctor—or a team of them—can do about it. 

“Sometimes a lack of a ‘fix’ is not dis¬ 
missiveness, it’s just an admittance that a 
lot of things medical folks do/offer aren’t 
perfect,” said Dr. Winter.
